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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argue that the prior art cited does not 
specifically teach providing an audio module used for acoustic training with vocabulary data in a streaming mode. Applicant's argue that 
Wactlar's continuous video is not vocabulary data provided to an audio module. It is noted that Applicant's are focusing on one key point 
rather the invention as a whole along with the combination of the references and when taking the invention as a whole into consideration, 
the Office Action does not combine unrelated, disparate portions of Wactlar. 

Wactlar's invention is a method and apparatus for creating a searchable digital video library and a system and method of using such a 
library (title). This library is created in an automated manner (column 4, lines 47-49). In order for Wactlar's vocabulary to be expanded 
(column 9, lines 5-16), the vocabulary data, which is broadly claimed by Applicant's, is fed in various forms (i.e. text, audio, video, etc.; 
column 6, lines 41-63). The vocabulary data can be vocabulary of a specific subject (topic-based; column 8, lines 2-26 and column 13, 
lines 41-45). This entire process is done to permit continuous stream of media of expanding dictionaries (column 9, lines 5-26 with column 
16, lines 34-52). In summary, Wactlar's invention allows for video/audio data to be Wactlar's invention allows for a continuous stream of 
vocabulary data to be sent to a computer (audio module) for data expansion. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
